MOBILIZATION GOES ON 


Russia May Refuse Germany’s 


Demand to Cease Active 


War Preparations. 


London, July 31.—Early this m orn­ 
ing came news that the German cab­ 
inet, presided over by the emperor, 
sat at Potsdam until midnight and 
that a censorship over the telegraph 
lines is being imposed at Berlin. 
This is interpreted here as implying 
preparation for German mobilization 
and a few hours will probably decide 
whether Europe is to be involved in 
universal warfare. 
It .s fully expected, both at Lon­ 
don and Berlin, that the Russian for­ 
eign minister, Sergius Sazonoff, will 
reply to Germany’s demand for an 
explanation to the effect that Russian 
mobilization has already been order­ 
ed and cannot be canceled. 
In the event of Germany mobilizing 
it is expected that Premier Asquitn 
will immediately ask parliament to 
sanction a large vote of credit as a 
necessary precaution. 


U Y ASIDE ALL DIFFERENCES 


Danger of W a r Unites All Factions in 
Great Britain. 
London, July 31.—The remarkable 
sight was witnessed of Premier As­ 
quith anti Andrew Bonar Law, leaders 
of the opposition, who a few days ago 
were on terms of personal as Avell as 
political hostility, driving in the same 
car for a consultation with Sir Ed­ 
ward Grey, secretary for foreign af­ 
fairs. 
The prime minister announced in 
the 
house 
of 
commons 
that 
the 
amending of the bill to the home rule 
bill would be dropped for the present 
by the consent of all parties, includ­ 
ing Irish Nationalists and the Lister 
covenanters. 
Mr. Bonar I^aw’ said: 
“In view of the prime m inister’s pro­ 
nouncement, ‘that peace and war are 
in the balance,’ domestic differences 
must not prevent our presenting a 
united front in the council of the 
world.” 
The spectacle of a solid front in 
support of the government by all sec­ 
tions of the Irish members in the 
house of commons wras even more re­ 
markable than the reconciliation of 
Mr. Asquith and Bonar Law.

Numerous reports are current that 
battles are in progress at various 
points, including one report from Mi­ 
lan that a heavy engagement is raging 
south of Belgrade, but according to 
Servian official accounts all attem pts 
on the part of the Austrians to cross 
the river have been repulsed and the 
reports of the occupation of Belgrade 
are considered premature.

PREPARING TO AID ENGLAND 


Canadian Militia Council Holds Emer­ 
gency Meeting. 
Ottawa, Ont., July 31.—Canada is 
making preparations to aid England 
with regiments should 
the mother 
country become involved in the Euro­ 
pean conflict. 
An emergency meeting 
of the Canadian militia council was 
held here in consequence of messages 
from the war office to consider what 
steps should be taken to protect, if 
necessary, 
Quebec, 
Montreal 
and 
other cities on the St. law rence river 
and St. John and other Bay of Fundy 
points from raiding cruisers. 
The defenses of Halifax are con­ 
sidered sufficient, but the St. l a w ­ 
rence and Bay of Fundy ports will be 
protected by mines should England 
become involved. 
If England enters upon active hos­ 
tilities Canada will offer aid at once. 
Canada sent 8,000 men to aid England 
in South Africa. 
It is estimated that 
Canada could raise, arm and embark 
30,000 men inside of tw’o months. 


AUSTRIANS SHELL BELGRADE 


Foreign Holders of American Se­ 


curities Selling. 


New York, July 31.—The New York 
Stock exchange bore the brunt of 
tremendous worldwide liquidation of 
securities. 
It centered here because 
there is no other primary security 
market in the world w'hich is not 
closed or under restriction. 
Prices broke from 6 to 17 points 
under an overturn 
of 
1,300,000 of 
stock, a larger part of which repre­ 
sents the “dumping” of foreign hold­ 
ers of American 
securities or the 
selling of foreign speculators. 
it was the most drastic decline that 
has occurred since the domestic dis­ 
turbance of 1907 and recalled the 
scenes of excitement that attended 
those days, but international bankers 
who have their fingers on the pulse 
of the situation expressed pride in 
the fact that the American market 
withstood so well the avalanche of 
selling. 
This has been actively in 
progress for nearly a week. 
There was talk of following the 
lead of the foreign bourses and clos­ 
ing the exchange, but tile sentiment 
against this appeared to be strong 
and no action was taken.

NEW YORK EXCHANGE 


Foreign Holders of American Se­ 


curities Selling. 


New York, July 31.—The New York 
Stock exchange bore the brunt of 
tremendous worldwide liquidation of 
securities. 
It centered here because 
there is no other primary security 
market in the world which is not 
closed or under restriction. 
Prices broke from 6 to IT points 
under an overturn 
of 
1,300,000 of 
stock, a larger part of which repre­ 
sents the “dumping” of foreign hold 
ers of American 
securities or the 
selling of foreign speculators. 
It was the most drastic decline that 
has occurred since the domestic dis­
